'LONDON,  Aug.  22. — ^New»  ha*  reached  the  War  OAce.from 
tfmanak,  dated  the  20th  instant,  that  Allied  force*  attacked  the 
•even  mile*  south  of  Kapasolga,  driving  hnn  oat  of  his  position 
fp^  fj^mHSmf  tth  sdttth%fard  for  sereral  mHes. 

On  the  Shonga  peninsula  the  Russians  dispersed  the  enemy  and 
captorad  59  prisoners.  East  of  Lake  Onega  two  enemy  forces  attempt- 
hm  to  attack  a  riUage  hi  ow  possession,  lost  their  direction  and  later 
tltac^  each  other,  both  parties  suff eri^  heavy  lossee. 

PARIS,  Ang.  21. — ^The  successful  adranca  of  General  Denikine  m 
Senthem  Russia,  taken  m  connection  with  the  British  naval  attwdc  on 
Kronsiadt  and  the  movement  of  the  Poles  and  tho  Northwest  Russian 
army  agaunt  the  Bolshisviki,  has  attracted  much  attention  in  peaca 
conference  dicles. .  The  Russian  political  committee  in  Paris  is  hope* 
lul  that  the  general  anti-Bolsheviki  movement  will  be  successful  before 
Wfartar,  m  spite  of  the  reverse  suffered  by  the  foc«es  of  Admind 
Kohehak  in  the  east. 

According  to  messages  received  by  the  Russian  committee,  the 
Denikine  forces  are  marching  on  Kiev,  after  having  taken  Kherson 
pad  Nikolaiev. 

East  of  Kiev  the  Denikine  forces  have  <fecupied.virtually  all  the 
important  railway  centres  as  far  as  the  Volga,  a  distance  of  about  605 
niiloa.  Alon^  the  Volga  they  are  moving  north  toward  Saratov, 
having  captured  Zolotus.  Denikine  now  controls  a  great  section  of 
EurovMIt  RfMiia  and  holds  the  sources  of  the  chief  coal  told  oil 
•applies.

RCtual   blockade  Against   Petrograd. 

Ther4t  is  much  objection  to  block- 
ading a  country  when  a  state  of  .war 
Mtalnst  It  has  not  been  declared.  Ko 
plan  has  boon  devised  which  seems  to 
meet  the  situation,  but  the  blockade 
actually  exists  because  of  the  naval 
activity  In  the  Baltic  8ea.  designated 
to  protect  the  Baltic  states  against  the 
Bolshevik  lleot.  Cold  weather,  how- 
ever, will  very  shortly  blockade  Pet- 
rograd from  the  sea. 

The  Black  Bea  Is  cioscd  to  Bolshe- 
vik trade,  and  Germany  cannot  send 
goods  to  Moscow  because  of  the  *.'o- 
llsh  harrier.  Siberia  is  cut  off  by  the 
Koltithak  forces,  and  the  northern 
coast  Is  controlled  by  the  Allies.  As 
a  result,  it  is  impossible  for  the  so- 
viet government  to  get  any  large 
amount  of  supplies  from  foreign  coun- 
tries. 

The  announcement  that  the  Amer- 
ican Government  Is  sending  Admiral 
Koltcbak  a  large  quantity  of  supplies 
Is  taken  In  Uussian  circles  in  Paris 
to  mean  that  the  report  of  Ambassa- 
dor Morris  on  the  Omsk  Government 
was  favorable. 

Oofeatcd  by  Poles 
CfOPENHAOBN,  Aug.  22— Polish 
troops  have  administered  a  crushing 
defeat  to  the  Bolshevlkl.  and  the  so- 
viet forces  are  being  pursued  every- 
where, the  Polish  general  staff  at 
Wfrsaw  announces. 

The  fortress  of  Rovno,  In  Volhynia, 
north  of  Dubno.  has  been  captured 
by  the  Poles  after  hard  fighting. 

E]ast     of     Minsk     the     Poles    have, 
reached  the  line  of  Ihumen4>ortyn. 
UfcralnlaiM  Take  Odessa  . 
LONDON.     Aug.     22.  —  Ukrainian 
troops    captured     9^essa.     it     is    an- 
nounced by  the  lT|<rainlan  mission. 

The  capture  was  effected  after  se- 
vere fighting.  *Bolshevlk  naval  de- 
taehments  from  the  Black  Sea  fleet. 
which  were  dispatched  in  great  haste 
to  pppose  the  Ukrainians,  deserted. 
The  soviet  army  on  the  right  bank 
of  the  Dnieper  River,  the  announce- 
ment said,  was  fleeing  before  th« 
forees  of  General  Simon  Petlura, 
TTkrainian  commander-in-chief.  Brit- 
ish authorities  here  said  today  they 
-  had  not  received  conflrmation  of  these 
successes,  but  that  they  regarded  the 
Ukrainian  report  as  trustworthy. 

BBRLIN.  Aug.  22.— The  Tageblstt's 
Tilsit.  Bast  Prusata.  correspondent, 
reports  the  transport  of  troops  and 
provisions  to  Russia  by  night.  This 
Is  considered  here  as  oonflrming  the 
nseartlon  of  Dls  Frelheit  that  there  is 
co-operation  between  the  German 
military  party  and  the  Russian  coun- 
t«r<>reVolutlonaries.

AIRPLANE  MAKES

NEWARK.  N.  J.,  Aug.  M.->-An 
airplane  landed  on  the  roof  of  a 
building  today,  then  made  a  flight 
from  the  roof. 

Edwin  E.  Ballough.  formerly  of  the 
Canadian  aviaAion  service,  and  now 
In  the  employ  of  a  local  drygoods 
firm  as  an  aviator,  carryinf  one  pas- 
senger, circled  the  Army  Qurtermas- 
ter  stores  building  from  a  height  of 
700  feet  and  landed  on  the  roof, 
which  Is  9S7  feet  long  and  SO  feet 
wide, 

The  machine  then  was  wheeled  to 
one  end  of  the  roof,  taxied  a  short 
distance  and  took  th^  air.  A  similar 
feat  was  accomplished  in  Paris  a 
year  ago. 


War  Minister's  Rhine  Visit 
LONDON.  Aug.  22. — A  correspon- 
dent of  the  Dally  Express  describing 
the  War  Minister's  present  visit  to  the 
Rhine  army,  says:  "Reviews,  Inspec- 
tions, speeches,  toasts  and  hand- 
shakes, Huns  Bay  remind  them  of  the 
day  when  the  All  Highest  came  around 
and  they  cried  '  Hoch.'  Now  they 
stand  open-eyed  in  wonder  at  the 
sight  of  our  own  war  lord  going 
around  taking  salutes." 


CALGARY,  Aug.  22.— Immediate 
steps  to  devise  a  system  of  life  Insur- 
ance for  nearly  60,000  Canadians  who 
have  been  in  some  manner  disabled 
on  service,  by  wounds  or  gas.  should 
be  taken.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Life 
Underwriters'  Association  of  Canada, 
as  expressed  by  unanimous  vote  In 
the  Dowifnlon  convenUoff  hero  today. 
The  resolution  carrhid  by  the  conven- 
tion calls  on  the  Incoming  executive 
to  urge  the  importance  of  this  matter 
on  the  Dominion  Government  with  a 
view  to  action.  aoA  also  on  the  Life 
OfPcers'  Aaeoolatioo  of  Canada.  MaJqr 
TL'tf.' Wdwell.  Saskatoon,  who  moved 
the  reeplutlon,  mad^  a  strong  plea  hi 
behalf  of  disabled  returned  men. 

"TOe  eubjoct  Is  one."  said  he,  "that 
should  command  the  attention  of  the 
ablest  brains  of  Canada.  There  Is  no 
man  In  the  Dominion  to«  whom  the 
beneflts  of  life  Insurance  are  more  ne- 
cessar>-,  or  shouljl  b«  more  readily 
available,  than  to  the  disabled  men. 
There  are  men  who  have  lost  limbs, 
have  been  badly  gassed,  and  in  many 
different  ways  have  suffered  dis- 
abilities. They  need  Insurance  most, 
and  cannot  get  It:  the  underwriter 
cannot  sell  It  to  them.  We  have  got 
to  devise  a  means  whereby  all  these 
difficulties  may  b«»  overcome.  The 
disabled  veterans  have  been  '  trying 
to  get  It  on  the  same  basis  as  men 
of  sound  physique.  We  must  put  the 
whole  weight  of  our  association  be- 
hind this  movement." 

Major  Bidwell's  declaration  was 
strengthened  by  that  of  Mr.  J.  J.  W. 
Stewart,  of  Winnipeg,  who  said  he 
trusted  that  the  matter  would  not  end 
with  the  passing  of  a  resolution,  but 
that  everyone  would  unite  to  flght  to 
secure  the  advantages  of  insurance 
for  the  men  who  were  now  suffering 
because  they  had  sacriflced  their 
health  to  make  Canada  free. 


Check  Is  Applied  Specially  to 
Coal  Tar  Chemicals  and  to 
Goods  Formerly  Furnished 
by  Germany,    yn^'^- 

LONDON,  Aug.  22. — The  Board  of 
Trade  this  evening  Issued  a  long  list 
of  articles  under  the  term  "unstable 
key  industries,"  the  importation  of 
which  after  September  1  will  be  per- 
mitted only  by  licence.  This  list  in- 
cludes coal  tar  derivatives  for  use  in 
dyeHtuljM.  a  number  of  colors,  chemi- 
cals, tfbtical  glasses,  scientlflc  and 
optical  instruments,  hosierjf,  mag- 
netos and  gauges. 

JLn  connection  with  the^tradig^  policy 
announced  by  Premier  Lloyd  George 
In  the  House  of  Commons  Monday, 
the  Board  of  Trade  says  It  will  open 
an  office  for  the  furnishing  of  ster- 
ling crediU  to  assUt  the  exportation 
of  goods  to  certain  disorganized  parts 
of  Europe.  The  aggregate  amount 
of  the  credits  Is  not  to  exceed 
£26,000.000. 

The  Board  of  Trade  further  an- 
nounces that  legislation  will  be  In- 
troduced into  parliament  at  the 
Autumn  session  for  protection  against 
dumping,  and  enabling  the  board  to 
chock  any  flood  of  imports,  for  in- 
stance, from  Germany,  following  the 
collapse  of  the  exchange  rate,  and 
to  doal  with  unstable  securities,  by 
scheduling  products  the  importation 
of  which  will  be  prohibited,  except 
under  licence. 

Pending  such  legislation  the  board 
will  Issue  a  general  licence  from  Sep- 
tember 1  authorixing  the  Importation 
of  all  goods,  with  the  oxceptlon  of 
those  which  will  be  treated  as  "un- 
stable key  industries." 

In  addition  to  coal  tar  derivatives 
and  colors,  iho  latter  •  ♦bother  In 
paste,  powder  or  solution,  the  list  of 
goods  requiring  license  contains  syn- 
thetic drugs,  synthetic  perfumes  and 
flavoring.  synthetic  photographic 
chemicals  and  a  Ion»  list  or  organio 
chemicals,  analjtic  re-agenta  tfnd  line 
chemicals,  glass,  including  tenso 
crimsons  and    illumlnathig   glassware. 

Also  on  the  list  are  laboratory  por- 
celain, scientlflc  and  optical  Instru- 
ments, potassium  compounds,  tung- 
sten powder  and  ferro-tungsten,  and 
xlncold,  thorium  nitrate,  gas  man- 
tles and  mantle  rings,  magnetos,  hos- 
iery needles  and  gauges.

— A   first- 
hand story  of  the  negotlatlona  which 
resulted  In  the  treaty,  provision  giv- 
ing Japan  'control  In  Shantung  Prov- 
ince.  China,   was  told  to   the   Senate 
foreign   relation^'  committee  by  Prdf. 
B.   T.  Williams,   formerly  State     De- 
partment expert  on  Far  Kaatern  af- 
fairs,   who   acted   as   a   technical    ad- 
viser to  the  American  peace  delega- 
tion.       Prof.    WllllamB    said    he    had 
"objected  very  strongly"  to  the  Shan- 
tung settlement,   but  that   his   resig- 
nation   from    the    peace    commission 
had   not  been   due  fo   hia  oppoeltlon. 
On  April   2^,   the   witness  said.   Pres- 
ident Wilson  sent  for  him  and  asked 
him   which   of   the    proposed   alterna- 
tives   would    be      less      injurious      to 
China — the    transfer   of   the   German 
Shantung    righu  to   Japan,   or   Insis- 
tence   on    the    execution    of    Japan's 
treaty  with  China  growing  out  of  the 
famous  twenty-one  demands  of  1915. 
"1    replied."    continued    Prof.    Wil- 
liams,   "that    I    hoped    neither   course 
would  be  found  necessary.    The  Pres- 
ident   said    that    unfortunately    Great 
Britain    and    France    were    bound    by 
certain   engagements   with   Japan      to 
support  Japan's  claims  In  Shantung, 
and   that    Mr.    Lloyd   George   said    ha 
would  bow  only  on  the  consideration 
that   the    1916    treaty   was   executed." 
The   Pr««ldcnt  added   that  the   war 
seemed   to  have   been   fought  to     es- 
tablish   the    sanctity    of    treatien    and 
while  some  of  them  were  unconscion- 
able, it  looked  as  though  it  would  be 
necessary  to  recognise  them. 

The  wUnees  said  he  suggested  that 
since  the  1918  treaty  waa  exacted  by 
force  it  ought  not  to  be  binding,  but 
!that  the  President  replied  JaiMn 
might  not  be  willing  to  recognise  an- 
other treaty  made  by  force. 

Prof.  Williams  then  nuggested  that 
the  treaty  have  a  blanket  provision 
that  all  Oernaan  property  in  China 
should  t>e  turned  over  to  China  and 
tHst  any  rights  taken  from  Germany 
by  Japan  nhould  be  retitmed  to  China 
within  one  year.

LONDON,  Aug.  aa— (Router's.)-" 
The  decline  In  st«riing,  ^especially  In 
the  American  exchange,  is  featured 
in  the  newspapers  here.

Thus  one  pound 
sterling  is  only  worth  17  sMillings  in 
the  United  States.  Exporters  here

-Increasing  the  production  of  exports, 
pointing  out  that  money,  which  now 
seems  so  plentiful.  Is  fictitious,  owing 
to  being  Inflated  by  paper  currency. 

Sinfillar  concern  Is  expressed  In 
Paris.  The  Temps  of  that  city  com- 
pares the  position  of  France  unfavor- 
ably with  that  of  Great  Britain, 
pointing  out  that  the  pound  sterling 
is  worth  34  francs  in  France.  It 
urges  an  Increase  of  cheaper  produc- 
tion in  order  to  s«l]  goods- abroad  as 
the  only  remedy.  It  concludes  Its 
comment  on  the  subject  by  stating 
that  "H  Is  uAllkely  the  Allies  will  re- 
sume a  system  of  .artiflcial  stabilis- 
ing of  exchange." 

A  telegram  from  the  Berlin  food 
department  states  that  owing  to  He- 
creasing  value  of  the  mark,  which  Is 
now  worth  twopence  halfpenny,. It  is 
proHlbltod  from  buying  cerjtaln  goods 
abroad,  such  as  food  supplies,  men- 
tioning Denmark  and  Holland  parti- 
cularly. 


LONDON.  Aug.  22.— (Router's ).— 
'.Premier  Uoyd  George  has  lasMad  a 
lengthy  summery  of  tho  Oovemmont's 
p^oy  regarding  trade,  industry  and 
laDor  as  announced  In  his  recent  ad- 
dress in  the  Commons.  It  empha- 
glaes  strongly  points  made  on  that 
occasion,  and  states  that  the  Govam- 
ment  Is  deeply  Impressed  with  -the 
evidence  secured  by  the  coal  commis- 
sion and  the  necessity  of  ameliorating 
the  un8atlsfact,pry  social  and  housing 
conditions  of  the  miners.  Any  scheme 
of  reorganisation  of  the  Industry,  It  is 
stated,  must  eqsure  sufficient  coal 
supply  at  such  cost  as  to  enable  the 
export  tr%de  of  the  country  to  be 
maintained  and  extended. 

The  commission,  it  is  announced, 
will  immediately  establish  an  Inquiry 
Into  the  decrease  of  the  oan>ut. 

In  regard  to  the  trade  policy,  steps 
will  be  taken  to  promote  Industrial 
research.  Invention  and  increasing 
einciency  by  developing  technical  edu- 
cation. Increased  output  will  bo 
stimulated  by  propaganda. 

The  importance  of  the  principle  of 
standardlxaUon  Is  emphasized.  It  Is 
proposed  to  establish  a  department  of 
standards  to  promote  and  co-ordinate 
standardization  generally,  to  admin- 
ister sll  necessary  testing  Institutions 
and  authorize  testing  that  will  be 
carried  out  by  technical  institutions, 
trade  organizations  or  private  firms. 

It  is  proposed  that  fees  charged  for 
the  issue  of  licences  to  Import  goods 
like  those  produced  by  such  unstable 
industries  be  fixed  with  regard  In  each

In  Speech  at  Montreal  Refers 
Again  to  Great  Record  Made 
in  France  and  Belgium- 
Duties  of  Future.

MONTREAL.  Au«.  23.— In  hfa 
•peech  Ht  the  banquet  >ii»t  eyenlnK. 
Oeneral  Currle  paid  a  warm  p«raonal 
tribute  to  Oencral  Sir  Frederick 
Loomls,   remarkins: 

"There  wai^no  oJflcer  In  the  Cana- 
dian corpa  In  whom  I  placed  more 
Implicit  conftdence  than  I  did  in 
L.oomla.  He  waa  alwaya  ready  for  a 
n«ht,  and  »o  were  hia  men,  while  he 
took  care  that  hte  supply  depoU  were 
tilled  with  thinss  his  men  needed,  not 
gramophone  records.  When  I  en- 
trusted hlni  with  an  attack  I  alwaya 
knew  that  he  would  attain  his  objec- 
tive with  a  minimum  loss,  and  that 
was  his  record — one  of  continued  suc- 
cess In  difficult  crlcumstances  with 
every  possible  care  for  the  lives  of 
his  men." 

General  Currle  told  of  the  heroic 
work  of  the  Canadians  at  the  second 
Battle  of  Ypres  and  said  that  after 
that  nght,  General  Smlth-Dorrlen  had 
told  him  that  had  It  not  been  for  the 
marvelous  defence  by  the  Canadians, 
It  might  have  been  the  greatest  dis- 
aster that  had  ever  befallen  British 
arms. 

"The  Canadians  Just  'held  on"  then." 
said  he,  "and  made  a  name  for  them- 
selves with  the  Germans  as  the  hard- 
est  foes  to  conquer  amongst  all  the/ 
Allied  troops — a  record  they  held  to 
the  end  of  the  war,  when  they  were 
not  being  beaten,  but  beating  the 
enemy,"      (Cheers). 

After  sketching  briefly  the  general 
work  of  hte  Canadian  corps  at  the 
front,    General'   Currle    came    to    deal 

war. 

OporattoiM  at  Mona 

From  the  Cambral  victory,  won 
by  troops  largely  composed  of  the 
division  under  General  Loomis,  Gen- 
eral Currle  passed  to  the  final  opera- 
tions around  Mons.  which,  he  said, 
had  been  ordered  by  Marshal  Foch. 
who  ordered  that  there  should  be  no 
relaxation  In  the  pursuit  of  the 
enemy.  There  was  no  assault  on 
Mons.  the  armistice  having  been 
signed  that  morning  at  5  o'clock  by 
the  Germans,  to  become  effective  at 
11"  o'clock,  but  before  that  time  the 
Canadians  were  in  possession  of  the 
city.      (Applause). 

The  tlrst  battalion  to  enter  Mons, 
said  General  Currle,  was  the  42  nd 
Highlanders  of  Montreal,  who  as  a 
Black  Watch  battalion  thus  retrieved 
the  fact  that  the  last  British  bat- 
talion to  leave  Mons  In  the  retreat  of 
1914   was  the    Black   Watch. 

"The  reason  Mons  was  taken,"  said 
General  Currle,  "Was  that  we  obeyed 
the  orders  of  Marshal  Foch  that  we 
should  igo  on  until  we  were  ordered 
to  stop.  That  Is  a  thing  that  means 
muoh  to  Canada.  It  was  a  proud 
thing  for  our  race  that  we  were  able 
to  finish  the  war  where  we  began  it, 
and  that  we,  the  young  whelps  of  the 
Old^  f4on,  were  .,  able  to  take  the 
groapi|l9*^  ^>i^*^*'**"  (Cheers)« 
'A-  iBtevMt  la  MUIU*/  • 
"One  thing,"  said  General  <Jurrle, 
"I  hope  you  officers  are  a)!  continuing 
your  interest  in  the  oraMlUKtion  of 
our  mliltla.  I  fltmly  beh*v«  that  there 
are  Influences  at  work  in  Canada 
which  are  trying  to  tamper  with  the 
good  spirit,  the  patriotism  and  loy- 
alty of  the  returned  soldiers.  These 
sinister  influences  realize  that  one  of 
the  hopes  of  our  country  Is  the  re- 
turned soldier,  and  they  are  trying  to 
win  him  from  his  present  high  ideals. 
The  relations  between  officers  and 
men  at  the  front  were  of  tne  hap- 
piest, and  they  went  over  the  top  and 
took  their  chances  together,  and  I 
would  deprecate  strongly  anything 
that  would  tend  to  br^ak  thla  happy 
relation. 

"I  want  the  offlceri  now  to  Interest 
themselves  In  the  welfare  of  the  men 
Just  as  much  as  they  did  at  the  front. 
I  hope  the  regimental  affiliations  will 
be  maintained,  and  in  any  dangers 
or  difficulties  that  have  to  be  met,  I 
hope  and  believe  that  we  can  trust 
that  the  officers  and  men  of  the  old 
Canadian  corps  will  be  found  flghting 
side  by  side  for  what  la  right.  We  do 
not  want  milltarisn^  but  a  regard  for 
discipline  and  order,  and  the  spirit  of 
duty  that  ensures  the  ideals  we  stand 
for  and   have  fought  for.     All  1  ask 


for  la  that  the  returned  oflloers  and 
man  should  work  together  to  thla  end 
and  unite  in  service  for  the  common 
«»od." 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  speech 
General  Currie  waa  cheered  again  and 
again,  the  applause  turning  Into  a 
perw>nal  denionstratiou  led  by  the  re- 
turnad  soldiers,  (liat  became  a  re- 
markable one. 

Addrrsfl  to  Vc«muM 
At  a  reception  tendered  General. 
Currie  in  the  grounds  of  the  old 
Khaki  Club  quarters,  Dorchester 
Street,  this  sftemoon  which  was  at- 
tended by  2.000  veterans  the  General 
addressed  the  gathering,  .after  re- 
peated requesta  for  a  spe*ch,  as  fol- 
lows: 

"I  am  very  happy  to  be  here  this 
afternoon.  You  know' me  well  enough 
to  appreciate  that  I  am  not  a  speaker 
nor  a  politician  seeking  an  oppor- 
tuhlty  to  get  a  vote.  I  do  not  know 
what  you  .would  really  like  me  to  say. 
but  the  welcome  I  have  received  In 
Montreal  and  the  reception  tendered 
me  this  afternoon  makes  this  event 
«one  of  the  happiest  in  n^  llfeC 

"Nobody  knows  better  than  you 
boys,  that  any  success  with  which  my 
name  has  been  associated,  has  been 
won  for  me  by  you  in  the  field.  The 
Canadian  corps  waa  one  big  machine, 
and  it  was  the  spirit  of  co-operation 
ttfkt  won  for  ua  aucceas.  If  there  are 
any  problenui  to  be  confronted  in 
Canada  or  any  difficulties  to  be  over- 
come, the  only  way  to  meet  them  Is 
by  standing  together  again,  and  if  we 
stuck  by  one  another  in  l^c  field,  we 
can  do  the  same  In  civil  life.  We  are 
all  comrades  here,  as  we  were  all 
comrades  there.  ' 

His  Future  Care 
"The  rest  of  my  life,  so-far  as  1  am 
able,  iv'lll  be  devoted  first  to  helping 
the  widows  and  orpltans  of  those  who 
are  not  coming  back.'  (Cheers).  And 
next,  to  helping  you  boys  who  exposed 
your  bodies  as  a  living  bulwark 
against  the  dangers  that  threatened 
the  world.  You  are  the  men  who  made 
for  Canada  her  place  as  a  nation,  and 
you  are  the  men  to  whom  Canada 
owes  the  greatest  debt.  I  do  not 
know  what  your  '  problems  are; 
whether  you  have  been  able  to  get 
work,  whether  your  employers  are 
prepared  to  take  you  back,  and  It  you 
are  getting  more  money  than  before,  „ 
"'^ut  when  I  become  familiar  with  all 
these  things  I  shall  not  hesitate  to 
speak,  and  speak  very  plainly.  I  have 
always  called  a  spade  a  spade.  When 
a  man  was  good  I  promoted  him  If 
I  could,  and  if  he  was  not  good  I  fired 
him." 

The  few  closing  words  of  the  Gen- 
eral were  drowned  by  three  cheera 
and  a  tiger,  followed  by  the  slngltig 
"For  He's  A  Jolly  Good  Fellow,"  to 
the  accompaniment  of  which  the 
Genei^al  made  his  way  to  his  car, 
cheers  being  given  as  th#  automobile 
moved  off. 

Before  leaving  the  grounds  Gen- 
eral Currle  went  and'sat  with  a  num- 
ber of  veterans  from  8t  Anne's  Hos- 
pital whose  injuries  made  it  im- 
possible for  them  to  mingle  with  the 
crowd.  , 

The  General  shook  hands  with  each 
man  as  he  passed  the  rows  of  seata. 
General  Currle  today  addressed  the 
Canadian  Club  at  the  Windsor  Hotel. 
Over  900  members  crowded  Into  a 
small  room  to  hear  him. 

General  Currle  said  every  soldier 
who  took  part  In  the  famous  Allied 
march  of  victory  In  Paris,  aa  he 
passed  the  cenotaph  to  the  dead  felt 
that  hia  very  soul  was  scrutinised  by 
the  dead,  and  everyone  of  them  felt 
that  they  were  left  to  finish  the  work 
for  which  these  millions  ha4  glvfn 
their  lives.

U  says,  "we  rejoice  In  re- 
ceiving. Your  Royal  Highness  with 
enthusiasm  l>ecause  your  presence 
here  signifies  that  bright  times  have 
returned,  and  that  we  will  henceforth 
enjoy  fully  tho  blessings  of  a  4»stlng 
peace.  •  It  is  with  Intenga  pleasure 
that  we  welcome  in  the  |>erson  of 
Your  Royal  Highness  tbe  young  and 
brilliant  bfllcer  who  won  distincUon 
in  the  great  war,  facing  all  the  dis- 
comforts and  dangers  of  the  giant 
struggle  In  which  the  destinies  of  the 
British  Empire,'  nay,  of  our  civilisa- 
tion, were  trembling  in  the  balance." 

Canadians,  the  address  stated,  cver 
loyal  to  the  British  Crown,  are  proud 
of  the  support  which  thoy  have  given 
and  of  the  blood  they  have  shed  for 
the  defence  of  the  P^mpire.  It  wished 
the  Prince  every  success  on  his  tour, 
and  closed  with  the  old-time  ac- 
clamation: "Vive  Notre  Rol,  Vive 
Notre  Amablo  Relne,  et  Notro  Gentil  • 
Dauphin." 

The  following  is  the  Prince's  reply 
to  the  Provincial  Government's  ad- 
dress: 

"Sir  Lomer  Gouln: 

"Gentlemen, — I  am  deeply  thankful 
for  the^oyal  and  ^rdial  welcome 
WblciryouTiave  given  vnt^.  In  the  name  ' 
of  the  Government  and  people  of  the  * 
province  of  QUebec.  I  knew,  even 
before  my  coming,  the  affection  at  all. 
times  expressed  toward  my  family  by 
this  ancient  province,  the  dean,  as 
you  have  Just  said,  of  the  Canadian 
provinces,  French  by  origin  of  most 
of  its  inhabitants,  and  French  also  by 
tt^e  fine  language  in  which  you  hav« 
welcomed  me,  with  that  genuinely 
French  warmth.  The  greeting  I*  have 
been  accorded  on  this,  my  first  visit 
to  the  city  of  Quet>ec,  assures  mc  of 
its  histoHc  and  everlastingly  loyalty, 
aind  it  will  give  me  pride  and  pleasure 
to  tell  my  father,  the  King,  that  this 
welcome  was  given  me  with  no  smal- 
ler cordiality  than  that  which  greeted 
King  Edward  In  1860  and  Hla  Majesty 
on  various  occasions.  . 

"I  thank  you  for  the  too  flattering 
mention  you  have  made  of  the  mod- 
est part  I  may  have  played  In  the  ter- 
rible war  in  which  we  and  our  Allies 
scored  so  glorious  a  victory.  While  I 
was  aerving  with  tbe  Canadian  troops 
in  France  I  was  able  to  see  the  ad- 
mirable conduct  of.  the  22nd  Batta- 
lion, formed  in  this  province.  I  am 
happy  on' this  occasion  to  state  my  ad-< 
miration  for  the  bravery  of  your  com- 
patrlot%-  demonstrated  on  many  oc- 
casions during  the  great  struggle. 

"It  la  a  genuine  pleasure  for  me. 
gentlemen,  to  get  acquainted  for  tlke< 
fltmt..  tifne  in  your  own  Oountry  with 
the  descendants  of  those  valorons 
Frenchmen  who.  first  of  all.  brought 
to  these  shores  the  blessing  of  Chris- 
tianity and  /  civilization,  and  who, 
while  still  k6epin^  the  customs,  laws 
and  religion  of.  theli^  forefathers,  have 
become  since  over  a  centnry  the  loyal 
subjects  of  the,  British  Crown.  I 
think  that  the  last  half-century  that 
has  passed  the  Oonfederatlon  of  tho 
Canadian  provinces  has  demonstrat- 
ed for  ever  the  sagacity  of  the  policy 
Which  unltod  4he  two  Canadian  races. 
Wo  owe  tho  trticcess  of  this  wise  pol- 
icy to  your  own  statesmen,  Cartier 
and  I;aurier<  no  less  than  we  owe  it 
to,  the  statesmen  of  the  other  prov-. 
inces.  I  am  fairly  convinced  that  an 
era  of'  glorious  prosperity  is  about  tu 
open  for  the  ag-eat  nation  bom  of  this 
union  and  for  ever  united  to  the  other 
great  nations  of  the  British  Empire."

The  bnn^  of  the  Boys'  Naval  Bri- 
sado  held  its  u/iuai.pfactlce  on  Thurs- 
day nl«ht,  and  th6r«  wan  a  full  at- 
tendance of  the  enthusiastic  mem- 
bers. 

The  two  parados  held  by  the  Esqui- 
mau aub-divislon  this  week  hare  not 
been  altorethcr  satisfactory.  There 
were  about  ten  nicmbors  absent  from 
each  pal'ade.  The  reason  Is  partly 
because  the  Bsqullhalt  boys  arc  walt- 
inff  to  sec  what  the  Brigade  means  to 
do.  and  whether  it  means  business  or 
not.

This  is  the 
quickest  way  of  improving  the  pro- 
ducing qualities  of  tho  herd,  and  yet 
many  will  stop  at  a  few  dollars  when 
piirchasing  a  herd  header.  •  A  bull  of 
desirable  confirmation  that  is  from 
high-producing  stock  cannot  be 
bought  for  beef  prices.  He  Is  worth 
more.  Have  you  noticed  how  much 
more  the  progeny  of  certain  boils 
bring  than  do  the  progeny  of  others 
at  a  sale?  It  is  the  result  of  the 
blood  lines.  If  a  bull  cost  »40«. 
and  was  used  on  a  herd  of  twelve 
cows,  he  would  return  Sftcen  per  cent 
on  the  Invaatment  If  there  were  six 
heifers  and  oach  were  worth  b«t  110 
more  than  if  sired  by  a  bull  of  In- 
terior quality.  Ten  dollars  is  a  much 
smaller  Increase  in  value  than  fre- 
quently results,  but  at  that  few  la- 
vestmenu  give  as  good  rotums 

"By  using  the  right  quality  buH  and 
culling  tbe  females,  many  dairyman 
have  succeeded  In  doubling  the  aver- 
aga  prodvctlon  of  their  herd.  With 
tha  improved  Individuality  of  the  ani- 
mals more  milk  can  b«  made  from  a 
certain  amount  of  feed  than  for- 
merly, and  in  this  wily  the  farm  crops 
marketed  through  the  Imprered  herd 
ha>*e  a  greater  value.  «

Several  controveralal  polnta  In  con- 
nection with  the  Jobnaon  Street 
bridge  acraement '  were  discuaaed  yea- 
terday  mornlns  at  a  conference  be- 
tween Premier  Oliver  and  repreaenta- 
ttves  of  the  city  and  Canadian  Paciflc 
Railway. 

While  It  appeared  from  the  trend 
of  dlacuaalon  that  there  are  atlU  sev- 
eral mattera  at  iaaue.  the  belief  ex- 
prcaaed  by  ail  partlea  wajs  that  a  defi- 
nite aettlement  wlU  shortly  b«  roach- 
ad.  It  was  contended  by  Premier 
Oliver  and  Mayor  Porter,  however, 
that  the  negotlationa  cannot  be  ter- 
minated satUrfactorlly  until  the  CP.R. 
modifies  its  attitude  in  certain  re- 
spect*. 

Those  present  at  the  conference  be- 
sides the  Premier,  were  Mayor  Por- 
ter, City  Solicitor  R.  W.  Hannington, 
City  Engineer  F,  M.  Preston,  Alder- 
men Patrlclt  and  Johns;  Hon.  John 
Hart,  Minister  of  Finance;  Mr.  H.  C. 
HalL  M.P.P.:  Mr.  Richard  Marpole. 
executive  representative  of  the  C.P^R.; 
Mr.  H,  E.  Peasley,  ^neral  superinten- 
dent of  the  Esqulmalt  A  Nanalmo 
Railway,  and  Mr.  J.  K.  McMullln, 
counsel  for  the  CP.R.  In  British  Co- 
lumbia. 

Mr.  Marpole  and  the  other  CP.R. 
men  stated  that  the  questions  that 
had  been  raised  during  the  confer- 
ence would  be  referred  back  to  Mont- 
real headquarters  for  final  decision, 
and  until  this  Is  known  negotiations 
will  be  virtually  at  a  standstill. 
Roadway  DlBciiMsed 
Brief  consfderairon;  «raii  gtven  ttr  the 
subject  of  road  connection  from  the 
west  end  of  the  bridge  with  Lime 
Street,  Premier  Oliver  holding  that 
the  road  was  not  Immediately  neces- 
sary and  that  it  wan  Inrportant  to 
settle  the   other  matters  first. 

When  Mayor  Porter  asked  about  the 
division  of  cost  for  building  the  sub- 
ways In  connection  with  the  bridge, 
the  premier  and  CP.R.  officials 
stated  that  this  was  provided  for  in 
their  respective  contributions  to  the 
construction    of    the    bridge    proper. 

The  CP.R.  proposal  that,  should 
the  by-law  be  defeated,  the  company 
should  be  entitled  to  renew  the  pres- 
ent structure  and  thus  automatically 
eliminate  any  rights  the  city  origin- 
ally possessed  was  rejected  by  both 
the  city  and  Provincial  Qovernment 
representatives,  who  were  also  op- 
posed to  the  CP.R.  contention  that 
all  freight  cars  other  than  those  be- 
longing to  the  B.C.  Electric  Railway 
should  be  excluded  from  use  of  the 
city's  portion  of  the  bridge. 

While  there  Is  at  present  no  imme- 
diate prospect  of  competitive  lines 
wanting  to  send  cars  across  the 
brldgf«.  the  city  wants  to  hold  the 
agreement  open  to  allow  of  such  an 
arrangement  being  effected  In  future, 
If  considered  warrarited  by  condi- 
tions.

i  On  July  25  there  passed  away  one 
Whom  old-timers  In  Victoria  will 
probably  remember,  though  their 
number  is  now  sadly  reduced.  Anna 
Maria  Alston  was  born  In  Quebec  In 
the  year  1835.  her  parents  being 
Henry  Haflfey  Tuao  and  Anna  Maria, 
his  wife.  Mr.  Tuio  was  a  West  India 
merchant  who  had  nettled  in  Quebec, 
from  which  city  he  visited  P^ngland 
In  184Q,  sailing  in  one  of  his  own 
ships.  Anna  Maria  Tuzo  came  to  Vic- 
toria. In  1859  to  keep  house  for  her 
brother.  Dr.  Tu«o.  H.p.C  In  1887 
Kh«  became  the  second  wife  of  Bd- 
Ward  Oraham  Alston,  then  Registrar- 
OencraJ  of  the  Colony.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Alston,  with  their  family,  left  Vic- 
toria In  1871,  Mr.  Alston  having  re- 
ceived tha  appoliitment  of  Queen's 
Advocate  of  Sierra  Leone,  where  he 
died  of  fever  In   the  following  year. 


Mrs.  Alston  is  mourned  not  only  by 
her  own  children  but  no  less  by  the 
son  and  daughter  dt  her  predecessor, 
to  them  she  had  always  been  a 
mother  Indeed.  She  died  at  Barnes 
(London),  in  the  house  of  her 
daughter.  Mil*  Charlotte  Alston,  sur- 
rounded by  her  children  and  re- 
gretted by  her  many  friends.

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When  the  City  of  Victoria  Ih  ready 
to  show  what  it  Is  prepared  to  do  in 
conjunction  with  the  adjoining  muni- 
cipalities, the  Provincial  Government 
win  assist  by  financial  contributions 
to  the  end  that  technical  training  may 
be  made  a  feature  of  the  local  edu- 
cational system.  Hon.  J.  D.  MacLean, 
Minister  of  Education,  has  so  Inform- 
ed a  delegation  composed  of  Trustee 
Mrs.  Spofford  and  Miss  Helen 
Stewart,  which  waited  upon  him  and 
Mr.  Kyle,  superintendent  et  technical 
training.  The  Minister  expressed 
himself  as  strongly  In  favor  of  pro- 
viding facilities  for  technical  training 
and  stated  tluit  when  Victoria  Is 
ready  to  produce  Its  plan  every  con- 
sideration would  be  given  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

Sometime   ago   the   Victoria    school 
board  named  a  committee  to  go  Into 
the   question   of   a   technical    training 
course    In    the   High   School   and   take 
advantage  of  the  federal  and   provin- 
cial   gmnts.      At    present    there    Is    a 
considerable  amount  of  needed  equip- 
ment   on    hand    and    with    assistance 
the  prescribed  three  years'  course  of 
technical    training    for    High    Schools 
could  be   Inaugurated  here.     It  Is  ex- 
pected  to  start  this  course  next  term 
at  the  High  School  here,  but  the  Idea 
is   to    have    the   adjoining   municipali- 
ties Join  in  the  work  each     to     con- 
tribute its  share  of  the  financial  out- 
lay, such  to  be  implemented  from  out 
of  the  federal  and  Provincial  granta. 
It   is   the    opinion    of   the    Minister 
that  It  would  be  better  for  the  time 
being   to    equip   one   centre     for     all 
four    municipalities    In    tWte    district, 
thus  permitting  of     a     proper     com- 
mencement  of  the   work   rather   than 
to    dissipate    effort  by  separate     cen- 
tres.    Such     a     plan,     he     considers, 
would   be   better  from   the   standpoint 
of   efficiency   and   economy,  the   work 
to    be    subsequently    extended    aa  the 
requirements  demand. 

Vancouver  has  already  got  lis  plan 
under  way.  That  city  with  the  ad- 
joining municipalities  have  no  far  pro- 
gresied  as  to  have  located  a  site 
wherettpon  It  is  hoped  a  suitable  tech- 
nioal  school  bulRIIng  will  be  erected 
and  a  move  is  now  being  actively 
made  towards  the  submission  of  a 
by-law  to  raise  I390.000  for  tl)e  erec- 
tion of  a  building-  for  the  equipment 
and  staff  of  which  aid  from  the  fed- 
eral •  and  Provincial  grants  will  be 
forthcoming. 

Victoria  has  lagged  behind  and  so 
far  has  evolved  no  definite  plan  of 
jietiOB.  Tt  w««  with  the  view  te 
ascertaining  how  far  government  ae- 
sistance  would  be  available  that  Mr*. 
Spofford  and  Miss  Stewart  Inter* 
viewed  the  Minister  of  Education.

of  the  Canadian  Manufacturers'  As- 
sociation. His  statement  came  In 
answer  to  a  request  for  an  expres- 
sion of  opinion  on  the  proposal  of  the 
Foundation  Company  to  form  a  ship- 
ping company  here  backed  by  the 
Province,  and  by  cltlxens  of  Victoria. 
He  had  already  been  told  about  thli 
acheme. 

"The  Canadian  manufacturers  have 
their  eyes  on  foreign  trade  but  bot- 
toms are  urgently  needed  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  The  relinquishing  of  the 
tonnage  held  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment for  war  purposes  will  not  make 
up  the  shortage  which  will  continue 
for  several  years  yet."  said  Mr.  Walsh. 
He  came  In  yesterday  morning  from 
Vancouver  where  he  has  been  stop- 
ping several  days  after  attending  the 
Calgary  Industrial  Conference.  He 
left  this  city  again  on  the  afternoon 
boat. 

Mr.  Wal5h  has  not  been  here  since 
last  year,  and  expressed  surprise  at 
the  way  business  had  picked  up  In 
Victoria.  The  Canadian  planU  that 
had  been  engaged  in  manufacturing 
munitions  of  wajr  were  getting  back 
Into  iho  works  of  peace  again  with- 
out troub'e,  he  stated. 

Speaking  of  the  tabor  situation  Mr. 
WalEh  thought  that  the  workers 
•vould  settle  down  to  normal  In  the 
near  future.  He  stated  that  the 
Canadian  Manufacturers'  Association 
was  not  bucking  the  demands  of  la- 
bor such  as  the  six-hour  day.  but 
that  Canada  must  compete  with  other 
countries  and  therefore  could  not  af- 
ford to  make  any  drastic  change*  un-

TORONTO.  Aug.  22. — Two  features 
are  outstanding  In  the  detailed  crop 
report  furnished  by  agcnta  of  the  Can- 
adian National  Railways  between  Port 
Arthur  and  the  Rocky  Mountains  for 
the  week  ending  August  IS,  received 
in  Toronto  today. 

One  Is  that  rust  has  apparently  re- 
duced the  quantity  and  quality  of 
yield  of  wheat  In  the  south.  The 
other  Is  that  in  some  cases  second 
growth  wheat  Is  coming  along  well. 

The  chances  are  that  with  rains 
general  over  the  Western  country  this 
second  and  later  sown  /wheat  will  be 
a  materlalefactor  In  Increasing  yields 
In  districts  where  the  outlook  was 
not  particularly  bright.

OUTLET  QUESTION 

EXCITES  BOLIVIANS 

SANTIAGO,  Aug.  22.^A  heated 
political  controversy  Is  In  progress  In 
Bolivia  concerning  the  BoMvian  de- 
mand for  an  outlet  to  the  Paclrto 
Ocean,  which  was  placed  before  the 
peace  conference,  but  on  which  no 
action  has  been  taken.  The  Repub- 
lican party  is  Urging  that  the  Govern- 
ment ask  for  the  Immediate  conces- 
sion of  a  seaport.  The  Government, 
however,  apparently  prefers  to  wait 
until  the  question  over  the  provinces 
of  T^cna  and  Arica  between  Chile 
and  Peru  Is  settled. 

The  foieign  relations  committee  of 
the  Chilean  House  of  Deputies  is  con- 
sidering the  Tacna-Arica  problem, 
especially  In  Ita  bearing  on  the  dealre 
of  Bolivia  for  an  outlet  to  the  sea. 
Peru  demands  that  only  Peruvians 
living  In  the  provinces  be  permitted 
to  vote  In  the  plebiscite  which  must 
be  held  to  decide  whether  Chile  or 
Peru  is  to  get  the  provinces.  Chile 
askfe  that  all  inhabttanta  l>e  permitted 
to  vota.  No  agreement  has  been 
reached  on  this  phase  of  the  question. 
In  the  meantime  Bollvta  is  using 
Arlca  and  Antogofasta  as  free  trade 
porta,  under  agreementa  with  Chile. 

A  large  element  among  Chilean 
pollUdans  and  business  men  favors 
eoneeding  a  sea  outlet  to  BolivU  after 
the  queetion  with  Peru  is  adjusted.

Bobby  Jones  Who  Plays  To- 
day for  National  Amateur 
Honors  Is  But  Seventeen^— 
Herron  Eliminated  Piatt. 


PITTSBURG.  Aug.  22.— Bobby 
Jones,  the  17r year-old  phenomenon 
of  Atlanta,  or  S.  Davidson  Herron,  of 
this  city,  will  be  the  13 19  National 
Amateur  golf  champion  before  sun- 
down tomorrow.  The  pair,  the  aole 
survivors  of  the  18ft  starters  in  the 
twenty-third  titular  tournament  of  the 
United  States  Golf  Association,  won 
their  way  to  the  final  round  by  de- 
feating W.  C.  Fownes,  Jr.,  of  Pitts- 
burg, and  J.  Wood  Piatt,  of  Phila- 
delphia, respectively,  here  late  this 
afternoon, 

Jones  won  from  Fownes  Ave  up 
and  three  to  play,  while  Herron  took 
Piatt's  golfing  measure  by  a  score  of 
7  and    6. 

Not  in  the  history  of  American 
golf  has  the  championship  ever  been 
fought  out  in  the  final  round  by  two 
such  youthful  exponentu  of  the  game. 
Jones,  who  is  playing  from  the  At- 
lanta Athletic  Club,  has  yet  to  see  his 
18th  birthday,  while  Herron  Is  but 
a  year  or  two  pant  his  majority. 

It  was  generally  conceded  that 
Herron  played  the  best  golf  of  the 
ftuartet/te.  competing  in  the  semi- 
final round  today.  His  card  for 
thirty  holes  played  showed  "a  total 
stroke  score  of^  l^fr  aa  against  a~par 
of  124  for  the  same  distance.  Jones, 
the  other  winner,  took  142  against 
a  par  of  120  for  his  thirty-two  holes, 
while  the  youth's  opponent.  Fownes. 
required  153  for  thirty-three  holes. 
Piatt,  who  sprang  into  national  prom- 
inence by  his  defeat  of  Ouimet  yes- 
terday, fell  o'fC  again  and  showed  140 
strokes  against  a  par  of  121  for  the 
thlKy  holes  he  carried  Herron  along 
before  the  latter  could  clinch  the 
victory. 

Jones  plays  for  the  Druid  Hills 
Club,  Atlanta,  and  is  the  first  South- 
ern golfer  to  ever  reach  the  final 
round  in  a  national  amateur  cham- 
pionship. He  first  became  known  in 
1916,  when  he  qualified  at  a  low 
score  in  the  amateur  championship 
at  the  Merlon  Cricket  Club,  Phila- 
delphia. After  winning  twice  in  the 
match  play  round  he  w^s  defeated 
by  Rot>ert  Gardner,  of  Chicago. 
Jones  won  from  Gardner  in  the  sec- 
ond round  of  the  present  tourna-

These  meetlnfs  will  I^ 
held  sometime  early  in  October,  and 
at  them  the  municipalities  and  repra> 
sents^ives  of  public  orKanisationa.  •toi. 
will  be  civen  opportunity  to  appear 
and  present  arguments  to  the  end 
that  the  ■  whoU  matter  may  ■  be  oan- 
vassetL 

The  financial  position  In  -which 
many  municipalities  of  the  Prcwlilce 
And  themselves  and  the  imperative 
necessity  of  their  betnc  siven  powers 
to  increase  revenues  if  the  heavy  bur- 
dens now  beins  borne  are  to  be  met, 
was  the  Impelllns  motive  whieh  led  to 
conferences  with  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment early  this  year.  Among 
other  sucKestions  then  advanced  was 
the  proposal  that  ^the  Oovernment 
should  relinquish  some  of  the  sources 
of  revenue  it  now  enjoys  and  turn 
them  over  to  the  municipalities,  such 
for  Instance,  as  motor  licence  fees, 
amusement  tax,  insurance  tax  and 
other  levies  now  exclusively  enjoyed 
by  the  Government  on  services  to  the 
benefit  of  which  the  municipalities 
through  expenditures  for  road  con- 
struction.

At  the  meetings  already  hei4  t>«- 
tween  the  Oovernment  and  represen- 
tatives of  the  municipalities,  the  rep- 
resei^^tions  made  by  the  latter  met 
with  no  Immediate  response,  but  Anal- 
ly the  promise  was  secured  from  the 
Premier  that  an  Investigation  Into  the 
whole  problem  would  be  made  by  the 
Oovernment. 

It  is  to  provide  for  this  Inquiry  that 
the  arrangements  are  now  being  made 
>by  Hon.  John  Hart,  Minister  of 
Finance.  Meetings  will  be  held  in 
Victoria,  Vancouver  and  other  centres 
at  which  municipal  representatives 
as  well  as  those  of  public  organisa- 
tions and  private  citixens  will  be  given 
opportunity  to  submit  their  sugges- 
tions. The  board  or  committee  which 
will  be  named  to  hear  arguments  will 
probably  be  composed  of  Hon.  Mr. 
Hart  and  officials  of  the  finance  and 
municipal  departments,  theae  latter 
to  be,  probably,  Mr.  K.  R.  Leoson.  sur- 
veyor of  taxes:  Mr.  Johnston,  the  re- 
cently appointed  Inspector  of  Re- 
venues, and  Mr.  R.  Baird,  Municipal 
Inspector. 

Steps  are  now  being  taken  by  the 
officials  to  compile  information  on 
the  existing  financial  position  of  (he 
municipalities  and  other  data  so  that 
this  may  be  available  when  the  meet- 
ings are  held.

Glaring  discrepancies  between 
amounts  expended  for  guns  and  am- 
munition by  the  ordnance  department 
and  the  results  achieved  have  come  to 
light  as  a  result  of  the  perglstent 
probiny-  of  the  house  sut)comn^ittee 
Investlerntinv  ordnance  expenditureB 
ways  a  AVashingrton  dispatch  to  The 
Seattle  P.T. 

The  ordnance  department  has  cx> 
panded.  according  to  its  own  figures. 
11.181.182,860  for  artillery,  the  net  re- 
sult of  which  was  to  deliver  sevent,y-! 
two  American  guns  on  the  nrihg  llne^ 
and  ta  float  for  France  an  additional 
409,  These  flgures  do  not  Include  the 
ten  gyns  borrowed  f^om  the  navy  and 
tho  twenty-eight  borrowed  from  the 
coast  defenses. 

The  only  guns  which  reach<>d  "the 
tiring  line,  according  to  officers  who 
have  testAled  before  the  committee, 
were  forty-eight  4.7-inch  guns  and 
twenty-eight  8 -inch  howltsers.  * 

A  total  of  20,000  guns  of  all  descrip- 
tions w^re  contracted  for.  of  which 
4,08-'  were  actually  flnished  when  the 
armistice  was  signed,  but  of  -which 
only  481  had  t>een  shipped  to  France,* 
while  of  these  only  seventy-two  ac- 
tually reached  the  front. 

A  Startling  Shdwhur 

Quite  as  startling  Is  tho  showing 
made  by  the  munitions  section  of  the 
ordnance  department.  The  total  sum 
expended  for  munitions  was  83, 173,- 
0K4,456,  according  to  the  war  'lepart- 
ment's  flgures.  As  tha  nst  result  of 
this  vast  expenditure  10,<37,a69  shells 
of  all  descriptions  were  landed  .  io 
France,  not  more  than  ffne  day's  ar- 
tillery preparation  for  a  big  battle. 
It  is  on  record  that  the  British  flred 
3,753,000  rounds  of  ammunition  in 
their  preparation  for  the  battle  of 
Biesslnes  Ridge  and  4^00,000  rounds 
in  preparation  for  the  battle  of  the 
Sommo. 

80  small  was  the  number  of  rounds 
ot  American  immurfition  actually 
flred  rtn  the  western  front  that  tho 
committee  has  thus  far  refrained 
from    making   the   Hgurss  public. 

The  figures  given  refer  to  ammuni- 
tion of  all  classes  furnished  the  A. 
K.  F.  by  the  w«r  department,  but  do 
not  include  tho  ammunition  fumlHhed 
the^meri^an  forces  by  the  Allies. 
Most  of  Ammnnition  Smlill 

It  Is  noteworthy,  in  comparing  pro- 
duction with  cost,  that  the  hulk  of  the 
ammunition  turned  out  was.  of  the 
smaller  calibers,  trn  million  out  of 
the  total  of  eleven  million  shells  float- 
ed for  France  being  of  the  75-mm. 
caliber,  the  remaining  one  million  be- 
ing 4.7-lnch,  <>inch,  165-mm.  and9.2- 
Inch  sheila 

In  the  case  of  the  guns  completed 
294  otit  of  the  total  of  481  were  75- 
mm.  caliber,  while  the  only  large 
guns  flnished  were  ninety-six  8-lnch 
howltiers,  of  which  twenty-four  ac- 
tually reached  the  front  and  were 
used  there.  Of  course  the  7S  gun 
was  the  popular  fleld  piece  and  the 
one  most  needed,  sb  that  no  critlclnm 
can  attach  tp  the  ordnance  depart- 
ment for  supplying  that  gun,  in  'ts 
several  models  to  the  greatest  extent 
possible,  but  its  costs  is  small  as  com- 
pared to  that  of  the  large  calil>«r  rlfl«  • 
and  howitzers.
